The local Fducation Authority at its meeting last month has decided to 
consult on the following two options tor Post 16 Education in the ™ 
Cambridge area:- 


1. <A Tertiary System with two colleges, one in the north of the City 
and one in the south to provide both academie and voosTenet 
courses. 


2. To ciose Hills Road Sixth Form Coliege and to combine it on the 
site of Long Roed Sixth Form College. 


The Education Committee aiso agreed Community Education Budget changes 
which will provide greater financial resources for the Huntingdon and 
Peterborough areas over the next few years by means of a gradual © 
reduction in funds from the Cambridge aree. 


The Committee rejected a proposal to co-opt Post 16 students onto the 
committee. 


The County Council's Planning Sub-Committee has again considered the 
Cambridge Green Belt and has made a number of changes i.e. 


To give Green Belt protection to Clay ‘arm, Trumpington and a number 
of small sites in Shelford, Stapleford and Fulbourn. 


To take out of the Green Belt 31 Acres at Warsnall's Airport for an 
Aircraft Hanger Development, 70 plus acres at Arbury Camp Farm, Milton 
for industrial deveiopment and a small site adjacent to the Sewage 
Farm, Milton for industrial development. 


The Planning Committee has been visiting all Emergency Planning 
Centres in the County and has decided to have an Open Day for the 
public to view the County Council's new #mergency Planning Headquarter 
at the Shire Hall when it is completed early in the New Year. 


The new gantry signs on the A604 have regrettably been further
